. Taxed  Workers.

Texas,  May  20. — Work  of 
the  board  of  foreign  missions  of  the 
p^rosbyterlnn  church  has  been  less 
handicapped  by  the  European  war 
"than,  any  one  would  have . ventured 
to  believe  at  tho  beginning  of  tint 
gigantic  struggle," -said  tho  board  of 
foreign  missions  in  Its  annual  report 
to  the  Presbyterlun  general  assembly 
here  today.  The  report  Is  for  the 
Tear  ending  March  31,  1917.  \ 

"The  actual  conflict."  said  tlic  re- 
port, *'kas  not  this  year  toQched  any 
of  tho*  mission  fleW*  of-  the  hoard, 
except  in  Africa,  Syria  and  I’crnla. 
Influences  of  the  war  at  homo  have, 
-promoted  tho  missionary  spirit  and 
faith.  . • 

•YAH  the  missionaries  In  Africa. 
Syfla-.and  Persia  remained  at J their 
post*  except  those  who  were  (fhllged 
to  return  because  or  their  health. 

"In  Africa  there,  have  been  repeated 
calls  from  tho  people  south  of  the 
CJampo.  for  Bible  reader*  hut  tho 
mlsMlonnry  force  has  been  so  low 
that  It  has  not  been  possltdc  for  a 
man  to  vlslt^thst  field  nnd  It  did  not 
seem  wise  to  send  native  worker*  un- 
less their  effort*  could  lx?  under  wu- 
pervlsion.  In  *plte4of  the  waf  cloud, 
however,  there  liavc  been  rapid  de- 
velopments from  the  work  of  n entail- 
er force  than  has  operated  f«$r  years 
tn  the  African  field.

"Persia  ha*  been  the  mission  field 
most  seriously  fcarransed  during  thq 
last  year  by  ttClhal  wur.  Tho  problem 
•of  relief  has  taxed  to  the  uttermost 
the  lime  and  strength  of  the  mission- 
aries In  Urumla  and  TabrSe  Our 
West  Por*la  missionaries  have  din- 
burned,  n*  representative*,  of  the 
American  rotntnltt'ie  for  Armenian 
and  'Syrian  relief,  approximately  half 
a million  dollar*  within  two  year*, 
thousand*  have  been  fed.  add  clothed 
and  kept  from  freezing  and  ransoms 
have  been  paid1  for  the  life  and  release 
of  the  Russian  orthodox  t>|*hop  and 
of  .many  girl*  and  young  women. 

'During  tho  year  the  blockade  of 
the  Syrian  coast*  has  become  moro 
rigid  and  only  n few  letters  and 
postal  enrds  trom  missionaries  have 
reached  thla  country,  and  then  after 
long  delay.
